IN presenting our DIRECTORY to the public, we may be excused for an indulgence in a 


few prefatory thoughts of congratulation—especially when the enterprise in which we have 
embarked is one so peculiarly connected with the city’s condition and prospects. 

At no time, in the history of Sacramento, is there to be found more gratifying evidence 
of inherent strength and unshaken responsibility than appears in its present state of plenty 
and prosperity, under adverse and trying circumstances. There may have been times when 
the progress of the city seemed to be much more exciting and encouraging, to a casual 
observer ; but, to the eye of investigation and scrutiny, such periods would have betrayed 
the operation of evils of fatal tendency—those evils that bore a ruinous relation to im- 


mense debt, and a system of government which was swelling that debt with a most hopeless 
rapidity. 


Now we are testing an experiment in economy which has already greatly reduced our - 


taxes, and which, at the same time, gives a fair promise of final relief from pecuniary obli- 


gations. Thus, in one very important particular, have the people of Sacramento reason to 
rejoice and congratulate themselves upon a healthful improvement. 


But it is not alone to this mere pecuniary relief, which has resulted from a change in 
city government, to which Sacramento can turn with pride and pleasure. The avenues of 
growth which have been opened by its citizens, and so nobly sustained by their industry 
and enterprise, are too extensive to confine congratulation to a single source of prosperity. 
No inland city of the Union can boast of greater natural advantages, and no inland city in 


the world can show a greater progress in those artistic improvements that contribute to 
the happiness and comfort of mankind. 


In climate it cannot be excelled, either as a source of health and long life, or as an easy 
means of acquiring physical enjoyment. According to its tables of mortality, it compares 
well with any city of the world, notwithstanding the accidental causes which gave it such 
a fearful record of deaths during the memorable days of ’49 and ’50 :—and from the testi- 


mony of our leading physicians we believe that the general standard of health is peculiarly 
excellent, if not entirely without a parallel. 


As an intermediate link in the chain of commerce and trade that ramifies and encircles 
the wealth of a great State, it has a situation best adapted to its rapid growth and destiny. 
As an accessible and central location, it is generally acknowledged as the most suitable 
place for the Capitol of the State, and especially convenient for those conventions and 
meetings which are an indispensable feature in our form of government. So completely is 
this conceded, that many of the societies of the State have already adopted it as their head- 
quarters, at which their annual communications are held, and their correspondences con- 
centrated ;—and the unchangeable fact of its centrality, and the convenience with which it 
can be approached, must ultimately assist, very materially, not only in swelling the number 
of its annual gatherings, but in urging forward its expansion, improvement and import- 
ance. The same iron energy—the same elastic and deathless enterprise, which bitter 
adversities have developed in the character of its citizens, will continue to build upon, and 


appreciate those natural resources that have ‘already written it as the “beautiful city of 
the plains.” 


It is indeed a beautiful city,—beautiful in its wide streets, its exhaustless ieee

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


During the past year the public school system of Sacramento has continued to receive 
the confidence and approval of a large majority of our citizens. Hardly five years have 
elapsed since the first free school was started in this city, and not four years since the first 
building was dedicated to the noble purposes of free instruction, and yet our schools of 
to-day rival those of many older communities at the Hast, and are faithfully and surely 
laying the foundation of the material prosperity of our city. 

In the management of these important institutions, many difficulties have been expe- 
rienced which are not generally met with in other portions of the Union. Our population 
is comprised of delegates from every state in the confederacy, and nearly every country in 
the world. ‘The diversified tastes and prejudices of people from so many localities—in 


d to the education of the young—have somewhat interfered with the adoption of that 


regar 
m of 


straight-forward policy known to be essential for the permanent success of a syste 
free public instruction. Rules, which the rigid educator from one section would regard as 
highly necessary, are looked upon with indignation by the representative from another 
locality, who perhaps is in favor of granting school boys the largest liberty and the most 
unbounded choice in all that pertains to their early training. Time, however, 18 mode- 
rating the sentiments of all, and fast developing a unity of feeling and policy in relation 


to the management of our schools, which must result in making them more excellent and 


useful. 
The first free schools in Sacramento were commenced in February, 1854, on the corner

Alameda. The Franklin School House is a fine specimen of school architecture, designod 
by Wm. Patton, and is capable of accommodating from four to five hundred pupils, Tt i 
arranged for Primary, Grammar and High School departments. Its cost, with the land 
has amounted to about $15,000. ‘ 

The public schools of Sacramento are free to all children who reside within the cit 
under the age of eighteen and over the age of four years. They are divided into Prima 
Grammar and High departments. The requirements for admission into the Grammar sohbet 
are, that the candidate shall be able to read, at first sight, easy prose; to spell common 
words, of one, two or three syllables; to have a general idea of the use of the several 
punctuation marks ; simple questions in arithmetic ; and to answer readily to any proposed 
combination of the multiplication table, in which neither factor exceeds ten. The qualifi- 
cations for admission to the High school are as follows: Each candidate shall pass a sat- 
isfactory examination in spelling, reading, writing, English grammar, arithmetic and 
geography. Examinations for the Grammar schools are held whenever applications are
